to Mifflin Street about 7 p.m. 
Sunday culminating six hours 
of strained confrontation be- 
tween police and street people 
intent upon having a street 
dance. 


Residents of Mifflin Street, 


an area frequently referred to 
as the "student ghetto," had 
hoped this weekend to conduct 
a block party with rock music 
and street dancing. 


The Madison City Council 


had granted a request for a 
street dance permit, but the 
permit later was vetoed by 
Mayor William Dyke. 


Approximately 200 city po- 


licemen and Dane and nearby 
county sheriff's men lined the 
gutter, 10 feet apart to keep' 
the young people off the 
streets. 


2,000 People 


Rock music blared out from 


windows of the three-story 
frame apartments as an esti- 
mated 
2,000 young people 


gathered on porches and side- 
walks to listen to music. 
Police kept cool during the 
afternoon, bearing at times 
barrages of rocks, empty wine 
bottles, eggs and mud, in the 
block which was the scene of 
rioting three times in the past 
two years. 


Clergymen w a l k e d , the 


street, trying to prevent the 
violence that many expected. 
Madison councilmen who had 
favored the street blockoff 
also were on hand. 


One, Dyke's opponent, Leo 


Cooper, had nothing but criti- 
cism for the mayor and 
termed'his move "definitely 
political." Dyke is seeking re- 
election Tuesday. 


Cooper said "neither the 


students nor the police wanted 


trouble," and said the resi- 
dents were angered by an "in- 
flexible, stubborn policy of a 
mayor who doesn't understand 
people." 


Dyke blamed the disruption 


on a "small group" which he 
said was "determined to sub- 
ject the city to a bad day in 
the streets, permit or no."

Prideaux, pointed out "they're 
just dancing; there was no 
need to call in police."

porches drinking wine, while 
the odor of marijuana often 
filled the air.

Chi Minh." The street people 
brew bubbles, tossed footballs 
and some even chatted with 
police about the Milwaukee 
Bucks basketball game.

sending people on second- 
floor porch scampering across 
to a nearby rooftop.

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Electing a County Executive 


••• The election of a county executive in 
'Outagamie County Tuesday culminates 
a campaign of some ten years duration 
here and in Madison to achieve an 
executive head of what until"now has 
ijseen headless government. 
.-' The importance of this step for a 
continuing modernization of what has 
•become the most important unit of local 
government in our state structure should 
Motivate every voter to turn out and 
•record a thoughtful choice between the 
'•two candidates who were chosen from a 
- field of 12 to seek election to this office. 


In making that choice, it would be 


-helpful to review the duties and powers 
of the office of county executive as 
outlined in the recently adopted 
Wisconsin statute. 
•» 


He shall "coordinate and direct, by 


executive order or otherwise, all ad- 
ministrative and management functions 
of the county government.'' 
. He shall "appoint the heads of all 
"departments of the county except those 
•elected by the people and except where 
•the law provides that the appointment 
"sfiall be made by a board or commission 
or by other elected officials ..." Such 
appointments require the confirmation 
of the county board. 


He shall "appoint the members of all 


boards and commissions where the law 
provides that such appointments shall be 
made by the county board or the 
chairman of the county board," again 
subject to confirmation of the board. 


He shall "annually, and otherwise as 


necessary, communicate to the county 
board of supervisors the condition of the 
county, and recommend such matters to 
them for their consideration as he .deems 
expedient." 


He shall "be responsible for the 


submission of the annual budget to ihe 
county board and may exercise the 
power to veto any increases or decreases 
in the budget." 


"Every resolution or ordinance 


passed by the county board shall, before 
it becomes effective, be presented to the 
county executive. If he approves, he 
shall sign it; if not, he shall return it with 
his objections, which objections shall be 
entered at large upon the journal and the 
board shall proceed to reconsider the 
matter." 


It should be obvious from the above 


that this new position in county govern- 
ment carries considerable authority. 


The basic question before the voters 


Tuesday is which candidate is best 
equipped by experience and personality 
to exercise that authority. 


Public Opinion A/so Works in Russia 


The Russians do not complain as 


much as their American counterparts 
about inflation, the cost of living, 
unemployment and a shortage of goods. 
But they are beginning to move in that 
direction. Whatever the military policies 
of the Breshnev-Kosygin regime, it may 
be its economic failures that will bring it 
down. And haven't we heard the same 
sort of thing in the United States? 


! The Russians are actually being 


motivated by something that has af- 
fected a great many people in the world 
in the last two decades — the demands of 
rising expectations. They were promised 
more consumer goods, there was less 
emphasis upon the guns rather than 
butter philosophy, they had more access 
to news of the non-Communist world. 
There have been considerable im- 
provements for more Russians under 
communism, as far as economic con- 
ditions are concerned, than there were 


under the Czars. But the contrast with 
the Western world was so apparent that 
the Berlin Wall was thrown up. And 
NiMta Khruchschev's downfall may 
have resulted as much from his failure 
to solve serious agricultural problems as 
from the missiles in Cuba crisis from 
which he had to back down. 


The new Five Year plan being 


revealed at the 24th Party Congress is 
emphasizing consumer goods rather 
than heavy industry. A major reason for 
the change may be the events in dif- 
ferent Eastern European countries 
within the last couple of years. The 
Czechoslovaks 
rebelled 
against 


repressive practices but economics was 
also in the background. Gomulka's fall 
from power in Poland was directly at- 
tributable to his raising of food prices. 
The Kremlin cannot ignore such 
ominous signs of discontent however 
much fire power its military forces 
have. 


The Morals of Vietnam/ration 


Regardless of the extent of American 


participation in the Laotian adventure 
now being ended by a full scale retreat of 
South Vietnamese troops, and how far 
we have been misled or even deceived as 
to that involvement by semantics or 
calling a spade a heart, there are in- 
creasing doubts about the Viet- 
namization program in its entirety. 


Xorman Cousins in an editorial in 


Saturday Review brings up a new point. 
"Are Asian lives worth less than 
American lives? Is it all right for South 
Vietnamese soldiers to die, or for others 
to die at the hands of the South Viet- 
namese, so long as Americans don't 
die?" he asks. 


We may now argue, as the Nixon 


Administration argues to some extent, 
that this is their war and increasingly 
so and one of these days we are going 
to turn the whole mess over to them so 
we really don't have the responsibility. 
But we are still supplying the military 
equipment and, according to Secretary 
of State William Rogers, whom we 
suspect is an unwilling accomplice, we 
shall continue to give full air support to 
the South Vietnamese. We fly them in — 
and fly them out, hanging often to the 
helicopter landing gear — and probably 
our military leaders took the major role 
in deciding how the Laotian operation 
should be handled and perhaps in 
determining that it should be attempted 
at'all. In other words Americans, under 
the highly touted Vietnamization 
program, are encouraging the South 
Vietnamese to go out and get shot down. 
: Look at the statistics. Officially the 
South Vietnamese claim they sent in 
some 22.000 combat troops and that 
something over a thousand of them were 


killed and another four thousand 
wounded. But, according to some other 
figures, it appears that a full third and 
perhaps half o| the South Vietnamese 
troops'were casualties. Some of then* 
best equipped, trained and bravest 
companies were decimated. Military 
intelligence, whether American or South 
Vietnamese, once again proved to be 
wrong; the resistance, in fact the ability 
of the enemy to retaliate, ^appears to 
have been much greater than an- 
ticipated. 


One of the criticisms of the United 


States' role in all of Asia has been that 
we are demonstrating prejudice against 
those of other nations and other races. 
One has only to listen to a bunch of 
American G.I.s stationed in Asian 
countries over a table full of beer to 
recognize that this prejudice exists. In 
Korea, both the North and South 
Koreans were "gooks." The terms for 
the Vietnamese of both sides, the 
Filipinos, the Thais, the Cambodians, 
the Laos, are no more complimentary. 
The contempt, engendered by the 
American military — or somehow the 
American military man's background in 
the United States — is readily apparent. 


We are all for getting the United 


States out of the Vietnamese conflict and 
ending the loss of- lives of Americans 
sent over there in a foolish and 
irresponsible and misleading encounter 
(it isn't a war of course — Congress 
hasn't said so). 


But as long as we support one side or 


the other with arms, ammunition, air 
support and. •we suspect, direct orders, 
what we are really doing is pitting Asian 
against Asian with a "let you and him 
fight" attitude.

On Friday night, March 26, 


Sanders Theatre at Harvard 
was the scene of the most 
disgraceful, obscene per- 
formance we have seen in 
these parts for some time.

Meeting is Adjourned 


Professor Archibald Cox of 


the Harvard Law Faculty 
made a noble effort to obtain 
order, but unfortunately it was 
too late in the day for him to 
get a hearing over the enraged 
shrieks of the Women's Lib 
contingent, the howls of the 
SDS 
(Students 
for 
a 


Democratic Society), and the 
booming of the bull-horns. He 
retired from the field, angrily 
observing, probably correctly, 
that most of the disrupters 
were not Harvard students. 
After several abortive efforts 
to«start the meeting, wisdom 
prevailed over valor and it 
was adjourned. Probably the 
most cogent comment was 


made by Professor Sacks, who 
stopped off at the microphone 
on his way out and said "Sieg 
Heil!" The Nazi parallel was 
striking: the only thing the 
storm troopers omitted from 
their performance was the 
"Horst Wessel Song." 


Local comment on the event 


varied. Inevitably a few 
dogged civil libertines ob- 
served that if the speakers had 
been moral'men, that is, anti- 
war militants, the incident 
•would never have occurred. 
This is on all fours with the 
remark of the student at the 
University 
of 
Wisconsin 


mathematics center that was 
bombed 
and 
where 
a 


researcher was killed: "Why 
•would they bomb us?" he 
inquired. "We oppose the 
war." The bombing would 
presumably 
have 
been 


justified had there been any 
"hawks" in the house. 


New Left Center 


The Harvard authorities 


have taken the incident very 
seriously, but the question is: 
•Why didn't they anticipate 
trouble? Cambridge is one of 
the national centers of the 
New Left counter-culture, 
which is dedicated (in the 
words of Baldur von Schirach, 
head 
of Hitler's Youth 


movement) to the proposition 
that "in a higher sense, the 
youth are always right." I 
doubt if one in fifty has any 
connection with Harvard or 
any other college, but they are 
there in Cambridge and there 
are enough of them to create a 
critical mass, that is, to start 
riots, break up meetings, seize 
buildings, and the like. 


It would be difficult to move 


Harvard to the country. Thus, 
like it or not, the Harvard 
authorities must take pre- 
emptive action to preserve 
intellectual freedom on the 
campus. To say this is not to 
•urge 
electronic " surveil- 


'•lance of the storm troopers 
and their female auxiliaries — 
it is rather to suggest quite 
simple and sensible security 
measures. For openers, all 
bull-horns, flags and posters 
could be checked at the door. 
This would be no guarantee 
against disruption, but it 
would improve the odds in 
favor of free speech.

vote seeker who has cam- 
paigned in this state in 
modern times. Mr. Lucey 
piled up 98 per cent of his 
November 
plurality 
in 


Milwaukee and four other 
urban counties. 


The Institute of Govern- 


mental 
Affairs 
at 
the 


University of Wisconsin was 
so stunned by his Milwaukee 
ballot response that it made a 
comparative study soon after 
the polls closed. It discovered 
that nobody since 1873 had 
•won a greater backing in 
Milwaukee than did Pat Lucey 
last fall. Without Milwaukee, 
in fact, Wisconsin would be the 
two-party state that it used to 
be. It is equally important that 
unless the Republicans can 
find a formula for chipping 
away at the Milwaukee 
Democratic allegiance they 
will find the road back to 
power in the statehouse lonely 
and desolate. 


Can Governor Deliver? 


The question arises: Will 


there be a quid pro quo? Can 
the new governor manage to 
deliver to Milwaukee some of 
the goodies its residents ob- 
viously had in mind when they 
pulled their levers and cer- 
tified their preference for his 
name last fall? 


There is nothing certain 


about it. At the moment a 
student of legislative affairs is 
obliged to say that the outlook 
for the tax redistribution plan, 
for all of the hurrahs it has 
received 
in 
vote-rich 


Milwaukee, is only fair. 


The reason is that the 


governor 
could not find 


enough money reasonably 


available to "sweeten the pot" 
sufficiently to arouse the 
enthusiasm for redistribution 
that will be required in other 
localities to give him majority 
margins on the roll calls to 
come. 


As the residents of Green 


Bay have already learned, the 
plan would give them no 
tangible benefits. The same 
story will apply in scores of 
other localities, including 
some of "urban" character 
that are the ostensible 
beneficiaries. Here and there 
such "urban" constituencies 
stand to lose. 


Claimed Benefits Slight 


In other cases, the claimed 


benefits are so slight as to 
arouse no enthusiasm, at best, 
and suspicions, at worst, that 
in another year they may be 
on the losing side of the 
arrangement. This is a way of 
saying, of course, that the 
"need" as measured in the 
formula 
is 
greater 
in 


Milwaukee. But that is not 
likely to convert skeptics into 
converts elsewhere. 


Mayor Henry Maier of 


Milwaukee is a figure of 
consequence 
in 
the 


Democratic party if only as 
the burgomaster of the con- 
stituency that provides such 
crucially heavy margins for 
its state ticket. Had he run for 
the Democratic nomination 
for governor last year, as he 
seemingly considered, the 
primary election results 
might have been different. 


Gov. Lucey was 
un- 


doubtedly relieved that Maier 
removed 
himself 
from 


speculation at a comfortingly 
early time. Doubtless with 
that memory, he has made 
special efforts to demonstrate 
his solicitude for the mayor's 
troubles 
and 
those 
of 


Milwaukee voters, as in some 
of the budget policy changes 
asked. 
Milwaukee Concessions Slight 


With a flourish somehow 


disproportionate to boons, he 
proposed that Milwaukee be 
relieved of the cost of finan- 
cing probation officers and 
that the state take over the 
cost of trafficpatrol service on 
Milwaukee expressways now 
charged against Milwaukee 
taxpayers in a discriminatory 
fashion, as the governor put it 


But that was the 
sum. 


Implicit in the language and

Does White 
Have 


Racist Connotation?

A reader who works for a 


"human 
relations 
com- 


mission" is upset by a recent 
paragraph of mine about 
"white lies." I wrote that "a 
white lie, used often enough, 
becomes gray and dirty, and 
finally black from usage." 


He calls this "racism in 


language" because of the 
positive connotation of the 
word "white," and the 
negative connotation of the 
word "black." He absolves me 
of any conscious prejudice, 
admitting that our language is 
structured that way, but 
thinks I ought to be more 
careful in my usage. 


I find that ridiculous and 


somewhat paranoid. It is true 
that "black" has many 
negative connotations in our 
language — black ball, black- 
hearted, black list, blackmail, 
black sheep, and so forth — 
but "while"' is far from being 
universally positive in English 
usage. 


Raising the white flag is 


surrendering; showing the 
white feather is a mark of 
cowardice; white-livered is 
also cowardly or mean; to 
whitewash a person or an 
inquiry is to conceal or con- 
done bad behavior; a white 
sepulchcr in the Bible is a 
pious hypocrite; a white 
elephant is an unwanted and 
expensive possession; white 
trash is a common derogatory 
expression 
used 
by 


Caucasians.

To imagine that "white lies" 


have anything to do -with the 
color of the person uttering 
them is to imagine that mostly 
Indians are guilty of having 
red tape, or being in the red, 
or being caught red-handed, 
or living in red-light districts, 
or drawing a red herring 
across the path, or drinking 
red eye. 


We call a coward "yellow" 


•with no reference to any 
possible Oriental origin. And a 
"yellow dog contract," a 
phrase echoed by the U.S. 
Supreme Court, is simply an 
illegal contract forbidding 
• employees to join a union. The 
"yellow press" did not refer to 
Oriental publications, but to 
wholly white and American 
newspapers of a senational 
nature. 


The French call a mystery a 


"black" novel, while the 
Italians call it a "yellow" 
novel. What we term the "cold 
war" is a "white war" to the 
French. Our "red" cabbage is 
"blue" to the Germans, and 
"black" to the Italians. In 
medieval Italy the warring 
Guelphs and Ghibellines were 
known as "Whites" and' 
"Blacks." 


In 
Germany, 
one 
is 


"yellow" with envy, not 
"green" with it; in France, to 
be "blue" is to be amazed, not 
sad; and our "white lie" is 
called a "pious lie" there. To 
find racial slurs in the color- 
imagery of language is to 
suggest that the old barrel- 
house tune, "I'm Blue Turning 
Gray Over You," was written 
by an aging Druid.

But when the painting was 


shipped to the N a t i o n a l 
Gallery of Art in Washington, 
D.C., for restoration, exami- 
nation showed a label on the 
back bearing the inscription. 
"By William Hogarth." 
a 


famous English artist of the 
18th century. 


Accepting this as official 


authentication, state officials 
made elaborate preparations. 


They had a brass plaque 


inscribed with H o g a r t h ' s 
name. Invitations were issued 
to the state's four other living 
first ladies to attend the 
official unveiling and insur- 
ance was taken out in the 
amount of $300.000. 


But then, a few days before 


the big event, two other art 
experts told Governor and 
Mrs. Mandel the painting was 
not a Hogarth, but a Hamilton 
after all.

"One thing that bugs me is 


the use of slow-motion tech- 
niques on television to appeal 
to children For example, a 
4-vear-old child sees something 
difficult being done slowlv. 
and he thinks he can do it. He 
presses his parents to buv the 
toy that really is beyond his 
capabilities. A tiny child can- 
not understand degrees of 
speed so. in addition to being 
unable to cope with the toy. 
the child may think of himself 
as a failure at play." 


There are p u z z l e - t y p e 


games also portrayed in slow 
motion on television. These 


make a game look easier to 
do than it is. and the game 
may seem to do more than it 
really does This proves disil- 
lusioning to a voungster who 
cannot accomplish the same 
results, Smith explains 


Unsafe toys that have been 


removed from 
toy shelves 


include dolls, rubber squeeze 
toys and toy ovens. The bulbs 
on some ovens would get as 
hot as 400 degrees. 


Extensive Testing 


Smith would like to see all 


raw materials tested for color 
fastness, non-toxic qualities 
that do not irritate the skin or 
affect the eye sight. Edges 
should be rolled on steel toys 
to avoid cuts. Paints should 
be tested. 


His criticism of some manu- 


facturers is not motivated to 
boost sales of his own pro- 
ducts which include basket- 
balls and decorated rubber 
balls Three toys made by his 
company. Sun Products, are 
among the top 10 toys on a 
"hit parade of toys" a sales 
barometer used 
by many 


members of the industry. 


He has been associated with 


the company 10 years, he 
says, and because he is new 


in the toy industry, he doesn't 
want to make enemies, but he 
' doesn't v.ant to 
see the 


industry go down the drain 
because some individuals have 
no regard for the facts. 


"The average layman can- 


not tell whether some toys are- 
safe merely by their appear- 
ance. Too many factors enter;; 
into the manufacture of a toy.~ 
The consumer must rely on 
the manufacturer to make- 
toys that are fun and safe.

Villa Hope's 'Expanded Concept' Not Entirely by Choice

There was a time when 


Villa Hope was home for only 
ex-convicts. 


Last' week most of the nine 


residents (one over capacity) 
were men attempting to shake 
liquor and drugs and young 
men who, for various reasons, 
could no longer live at home. 
They are men "under social 
stress." 


The "expanded concept" at 


the halfway house wasn't 
brought about entirely by 
choice, but persons connected 
with, its operation feel the 
change was for the better. 


And the loss of $9,600 


federal grant will not signifi- 
cantly hamper the operation 
of the home, according to its 
directors. 


Villa Hope, which celebrat- 


ed its first birthday January 
10, is located at 116^ S. 
Walnut St., in a building 


owned by the Catholic Infor- 
mation Service. The private, 
nonprofit program is operated 
by a 10-man citizen board. 
The Rev. Timon Costello, a 
Capuchin priest, has been 
director - in - residence since 
the home opened. 


Almost from the beginning, 


nearly all of the residents 
were men paroled from cor- 
r e c t i o n a 1 institutions who 
were placed by the Appleton 
office of the state probation 
and parole department, a 
division of the State Depart- 
ment of Health and Social 
Services. 


Population at the area's 


first halfway house was kept 
at near-capacity. 


Early last fall, a controver- 


sy developed between Villa 
.Hope officials and local proba- 
tion and parole agents over 
methods of operation at the 
halfway house. Villa Hope 
officials labeled it a "differ- 


ence of philosophy." 


Some parole agents wanted 


to see the operation of the 
home changed to that of a 
group rule whereby the direc- 
tor would be selected from 
the ranks of the residents. 


If that were not done, 


agents maintained. T i m o n 
should be removed as Villa 
Hope director and be replaced 
by "someone mutually accep- 
table." 


Ultimatum Given 


Thomas Busch, Villa Hope 


president, said parole agents 
put their recommendations in- 
to the form of an ultimatum 
last October. Either Timon 
would be replaced or they 
would stop placing parolees in 
Villa Hope. 
• 


A number of meetings were 


held between Villa Hope offi- 
cials, local and state proba- 
tion and parole representa- 
tives and officials of the 
Wisconsin Council on Criminal 


Justice, through which the 
federal grant for the halfway 
house was coordinated, in an 
attempt to resolve the differ- 
ences. 


Villa Hope officials proposed 


a 90-day trial period during 
which parole agents would 
place clients in the home and 
an evaluation would be made 
by an observer not connected 
with either agency. On that 
basis, proposed changes would 
be considered. 


Parole agents, last January, 


said they would not consent to 
the trial period unless Timon 
was replaced or an alternate 
program, along the lines of a 
group rule concept, was insti- 
tuted. 


Contacted last week. Steven 


Langlais and John Feavel, 
two parole agents closely in- 
volved in the situation, de- 
clined to comment on most 
aspects of it. 


The Villa Hope board did 


not replace Timon. The fed- 
eral grant had been awarded 
the halfway house a year ago 
on the premise that it would 
provide post-release accom- 
modations for parolees and 
probationers. When they no 
longer were placed there, the 
council on criminal justice, 
citing "the unresolved prob- 
lems," stated it would not 
renew the grant. 


The c o u n c i l official ex- 


plained, however, that there 
was no reason why Villa Hope 
could not apply for a grant 
under a different crime pre- 
vention related program.

Some of the $9.600 grant 


went to Timon for director's 
salary, but because he is a 
Capuchin and is vowed to 
poverty, he turned the money 
over to his order which in 
turn used it for charitable 
purposes.

funds are not available, Villa 
Hope will attempt to become 
part of Appleton United Fund 
in the fall. 


After parole agents boycot- 


ted Villa Hope, the halfway 
house started taking in "who-

Many of them have 
been alcoholics who had re- 
ceived professional treatment. 


A couple of the residents at 


the home last week were 
placed there by the probation 
and parole department, but 
under other than ordinary 
circumstances. 


"We're keeping our doors 


open to them," Busch said of 
continued attempts to work 
with parole agents. Feavel 
said his bureau might consid- 
er placing a client in Villa 
Hope "in certain individual 
cases."

That figured 
to' $4.50 for milk containing 3.5 
per cent butterfat. 
"Two weeks later, yielding to 
pressure from some dairy inter- 
ests and legislators, Hardin 
raised the props by 27 cents. 


"I think it is .grossly unfair 


for other organizations to make 


such charges against us," Tor- 
gerson said. 


"And 
it is unfair for news- 


papers to mouth them without 
discussing the matter with the 
principals — not because they 
aren't reporting accurately what 
was said, but by doing so they 
are creating a false impres- 
sion."

4. The program has been 


working, and price returns to 
dairymen have averaged above 
the support levels. 


"Lake to Lake returns to its 


members,- excluding earnings, 
were $4.76 for 3.5 milk for 
manufacturing purposes during 
the past year. That's 26 cents of 
parity as related to last April 
1," Torgerson pointed out. 


Torgerson said he wouldn't 


buy the predictions being made 
that dairymen will profit hand- 
somely from the • higher sup- 
ports. The'reason, he stressed, 
is that prices have been averag- 
ing above the government price 
floor.

NM Effluent Enters River 


I NEENAH-MENASHA - The 
Twin Cities' waste-water contri- 
bution to the ecological death of 
the Fox River and lower Green 
Bay during February was 709 
million gallons of effluents con- 
taining 1.1 million pounds- of 
suspended solids and 677,900 
pounds of biochemical oxygen 
demand (BOD) material. 


For volume comparison, Little 


Lake Butte des Morts holds 
about 3.4 billion gallons, figuring 
its size at the Corps of Engi- 
neers standard low water for 
the lake. Every five months, 
wastes from the Twin Cities 
flush it. 


The municipal plant directly 


bypassed 42.5 million gallons 
(MG), 
with 166,000 pounds of 


raw solids and about 66,000 
pounds of BOD. In addition, 
450,000 pounds of solids which 
had received secondary treat- 
ment were dumped. 


The Garfield Avenue plant 


treated an average of 13.2 MG a 
day, 
better than usual, and 


reduced suspended solids by an 
average of 93 per cent, BOD by 
an average of 90 per cent and 
phosphates by a 
percentage 


averaging in the 80s. 


In the legally allowable per- 


centages not getting removed 
by treatment, there were 112,000 
pounds of suspended solids and 
57,100 pounds of BOD. 


Most, about 80 per cent, of the 


effluent coming to the plant is 
industrial. John Strange Paper 
Co., for example, sends all its 
wastes to the municipal plant, 
except on days when there are 
mechanical problems in the 
mill. For February, Strange's 
president Allan Schenck said, 
"There were no problems that 
caused any bypassing." 


Schenck is, and considers 


himself in compliance with De- 
partment of Natural Resource 
abatement orders because the 


mill is now hooked to the 
municipal plant. 


Bergstrom Paper Company 


does not bypass directly. All 
wastes go through a primary 
treatment system, 
but it is 


inadequate and the company is 
under orders to correct the 
situation. It plans to tie in with 
the new municipal plant, when 
it is built to satisfy the orders. 


Primary System 


Last month, Bergstrom's pri- 


mary system put 140 MG into 
Little Lake Butte des Morts. In 
that waste water were 140,000 to 
420,000 pounds of 
suspended 


solids and 420,000 to 502,000 
pounds of BOD. 


The range reflects the effi- 


ciency of the primary treatment 
plant. It gets 25 to 50 per cent 
reduction of BOD and 85 to 95 
per cent reduction of suspended 
solids, according to William 
Rice, Bergstrom research and 
development engineer.

That man 
doesn't have to bring the 
matter up every time they 
meet. 


The way of the cross is 


plain: Christ said, "Take up 
your own cross and follow 
me." Speaking to us, that 
seems to say that each of us 
must face up to 'the reality, 
the way he lives and the 
responsibilities he must as- 
sume. 


I t h i n k Malcolm Boyd 


(Episcopal clergyman-author) 
has put it as well as any when 
he writes: "In your own life, 
Jesus, you faced reality di- 
rectly and unequivocally. You 
incarnated truth as you be- 
lieved it. You didn't pander to 
any easy or obvious popular- 


ity. You attacked the hypo- 
crites of the human power 
structure head on. 


"You rejected the status 


quo in favor of obedience to 
the kingdom of God. And 
when it came to taking the 
consequences, you didn't shy 
away from the most difficult 
forms of torture and execu- 
tion"

our style of life, gives power 
to our ideals, goals and ambi- 
tions, and brings us into a 
communion of peace with the 
One who hung on a tree.

Indians converted their reser- 
vation to Menominee County a 
decade ago. 


Shareholders met Saturday in 


nearby Neopit to decide wheth- 
er to grant a 10-year renewal of 
authority to the corporation's 


seven-member 
trust, 
which 


oversees selection of directors 
and other functions. 


There were more votes for 


dissolution of the trust, than in 
support of the system'.

'Take Up Your Own Cross and Follow Me 


The four sermons which 


will run Holy Week in The 
Post-Crescent 
were 


presented at a citywide 
Lenten series on "The 
Face of Theology in 1971." 
The Rev. Wayne Rydberg, 
pastor of Our Redeemer 
Lutheran 
Church, 


discussed "The Meaning of 
the Cross in Scripture and 
in 1971."

The face of the cross in 1971 


appears in many ways, some 
sound, some funny, some hor- 
rifying. 


A best seller for most 


jewelers is a gold or silver 
cross on a chain. Many will 
wear the cross as jewelry in 
1971. 


The cross is also used to 


hide a switchblade. Press the 
navel of the crucified Christ 
and out pops the switchblade. 


In past years — and prob- 


ably again this year — a 
cross will be burnt on the 
lawns of men seeking freedom 
and civil rights. For some the 
burning cross means "Be- 


ware. 


Finally, the cross can be 


purchased as a plain or cream- 
filled chocolate addition to 
Easter baskets. 


Other generations have sung 


about "An Old Rugged Cross 
on a Hill Far Away." Today is 
less concerned with the wood 
or the distance to Israel. The 
focus is on.the man Jesus. 


The new songs are not 


distant but blunt and gut 
level. There is a stirring 
interest today in the cross and

the suffering of others. The 
rock opera, "Jesus Christ, 
Superstar," is a modern ex- 
ample of understanding the 
cross. 


Other songs are more dar- 


ing in their message. Take for 
example, "Hanging on a 
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Tree." 


Hanging on a tree, 
My Lord, my life, 
my 


Saviour, 


There hanging on a tree. 
They hung Him in Jeru- 


salem 


And in Hiroshima, 
In Dallas and in Selma, too. 
And in South Africa. 
They said it happens only 


once, 


They said that He must die. 
It happens many times a 


year. 


And still we're asking why! 
Regardless of how we look 


at it, the cross is a focal 
point. It is the best known 
fact in the life of Jesus and 
has set men thinking and 
changing more than any other 
event of the human race. 


In each generation, there is 


a glimmering of a common 
theme. The face of the cross 
in 1971 is an invitation to feel 
and become sensitive to the 
agony and struggle of our 
fellow men and willingly enter 
situations we could have 
avoided if we wanted to 
remain comfortable. 


Scripture insists that we 


begin with God and not with 
the gallows; the cross is not 
to be treated as an isolated 
event. But today must make 
some observations about the 
cross: 


— It is a noose, a sword, an 


electric chair, a gas chamber, 
an atom bomb. It is violent It 
is a horrible death. No matter 
how pretty we make it with 


fine wood and semi-precious 
stones, the cross is important 
only because Christ hung on 
it. 


—The cross is not held up 


to arouse guilt in us, but 
shows how far Christ went to 
win us. It is not .held above 
our heads by God as a lever 
but stands as an event; it 
inspires awe. 


Scripture handles it much 


like the man who rescues his 
friend from death at great 
personal r i s k . That man 
doesn't have to bring the 
matter up every time they 
meet. 
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The way of the cross is 


plain: Christ said, "Take up 
your own cross and follow 
me." Speaking to us, that 
seems to say that each of us 
must face up to the reality, 
the way he lives and the 
responsibilities he must as- 
sume. 


I t h i n k Malcolm Boyd 


(Episcopal clergyman-author) 
has put it as well as any when 
he writes: "In your own life, 
Jesus, you faced reality di- 
rectly and unequivocally. You 
incarnated truth as you be- 
lieved it. You didn't pander to 
any easy or obvious popular- 


ity. You attacked the hypo- 
crites of the human power 
structure head on. 


"You 
rejected the status 


quo in favor of obedience to 
the kingdom of God. And 
when it came to taking the 
consequences, you didn't shy 
away from the most difficult 
forms of torture and execu- 
tion" 
In 1971, the way of the cross 
is that reality which shapes 
our style of life, gives power 
to our ideals, goals and ambi- 
tions, and brings us into a 
communion of peace with the 
One who hung on a tree.
